l^e the previous 40,000 pages released 
in December, the new ones cosroborated '

They showed that Mr. Hoover had 
raedKiatendsd that finding to the comtnia- 
sion about two weeks after the assaasina- 
OoK-'o" President Kennedy on Nov. 22, 
l&83^in Dallas. And, like the earlier files, 
theyprovkle numerous details. 

Tbg new flies show, for example, that 
Oswald's wife, Marina, locked him in the 
bathroom of their Ehiilas apartment In 
April 1963 when hs began aaying that 
be -intended to kill Rlcdiard M. Nixon, 
whom he mistakenly thought to be in 
town ■that day. Mr. Hoover speculated 
tiiaS Hr Nixon must have been confuted 
wiw Vice President, Johnson, who was 
In ifetes.

The new materials also continue the 
account of the bureau's exhaurtive pur- 
auiti of tipe arid leads, no matter how 
fcizire, from such infennants *s a men- 
tal} unstable woman in Cuba, a dninkei 
Aittc Indian and s Bavarian cab driver. 

Tpey also show that Mr, Hoover and 
his unen battled pdvately with anyone 
wild chaMenged their competence or ex- 
cluw* authority over the Kennedy Inves- 
tigsSoti, celling Nicholas de B. Katxen- 
biil.

Ntme of that however, dtsterrad the 
Warren panel from endorsing tlv? finding 
of no conspiracy recommended to them 
by Mr. Hoover in his first report to the 
newiy fomierf commiasion. 

Dated Bet. 7, 1965, it said;

Finding Reconfirmed 
Ttioet five dsya before the Warren re- 

E at was issued in September 1964, Mr. 
ootssr reconfirmed his finding and 
in a note for his own file*, "we 
bava left no stone unturned." 

' Tae rivalry bctv,"een the F.B.l. and the 
' oonv&ssion stemmed in part from tlic 
tetdcT^ Mr, Hoover’s original report to 
4ba jprtss, with each side accusing the 
other, and from the suspicion of members 
at ^ Warreo Commission that Oswald 
hssd!been acting as an F.B.l. spy while 
lie Tvas a the Soviet Union from 1959 
* 9 ^ 62 . 

The files show that the bureau had 
semphow obtained the transcript of a 
conlkJamtlal emergency meeting the War- 
ran ip^el Held on Jan. 22, 1964, to dls- 
cu 3 £ Th the words of an F.B.l. analyst, 
•‘taSrmation to the effect Lee Harvey 
Oa^ld was a bureau informant in Rus- 
gia.T 

The discussion show.s that members of 
fixi ( commission felt that the bureau! 
wot|l<i not admit that Oswald had been : 
an S!Klerc»ver agent, the bureau's review | 
sakl thereby undermining the commis- ■ 
aiotfs confidencs in the investigation by |

On Dec. 12, Mr. DeLoach said t’lat Mr.;

KSn was nmning the irquiry and indicat- 
ed (ftai "he would keep me thoroughly j 
^■vlsed •* to tire activities of the corn-] 
aiisSCh, on » confidential basis. | 

One week later, on Dec. 19, Mr. De- 1 
said that Mr. Ford had briefed him 
APrivate commission meeting the day j 
t^nre at which the pane! discussed the I 
osT,-s j»ik of Mr. Hoover’s confidential , 
Pec. *7 progress report. 

TbiBsT waa no criticism of th« bureau , 
■t tho mecJting, Mr. DeLoAcn reported. 

There were no allegai’.ons mads by 
»nvoi^, ijncluding the Chief Justice, he 
•went on, that the bureau had leaked por» 
tioj >5 of the report.
